AZALEAS 


Azaleas are probably the most beautiful of evergreen 
blooming shrubs. Today their usefullness in landscaping 
is Widely recognized and mass plantings of them are be- 
coming more and more prevalent. Below are listed some 
of the hardier evergreen clones most of which are hardy 
to Pennsylvania. 


KURUME GROUP 


APPLE BLOSSOM—Strong, hardy, fine bloomer with 
glossy foliage. Compact growth habit and beautiful 
salmon and white flowers. 


CORAL BELLS—Very bushy plant with small, box-like 
leaves. Flowers are hose in hose and of a shiny coral 
pink with deeper threat. 


ELEANOR ALLAN—An Allan seedling and we think that 
this is one of the very best of the Kurume Group be- 
cause of extremely heavy budset, compact and fine 
growth habit and hardiness. This is a seedling of Hino- 
digiri and resembles that clone in every way except 
color of flower is a pure pink. Bright and pretty. This 
is fast becoming a widely known variety and is being 
used for forcing as well as landscape work. 


SALMON BEAUTY—Compact, glossy foliage and a pro- 
fusion of deep salmon hose in hose flowers of larger 
than average size for a Kurume. One of the best. 


HINODIGIRI—Probably the best known of the Kurume 
Azaleas. Single flowers of carmine red on a very com- 
pact plant. Hardy and fine. 


PEACH BLOW—A fast growing and lovely soft salmon 

single flowered variety. Not as hardy as the other 
Kurumes listed here. 
SNOW —Pure white hose in hose flowers on a fast 
growing plant with dark and shiny foliage. This is 
a very popular forcing variety as well as a fine hardy 
one for outdoor use.

This group of Azaleas is one of the very best for the 
northern United States. Thick evergreen foliage and a 
fast open growth habit make this a good landscape sub- 
ject. This season I am offering only quart cans size at 
Mela and a few larger ones 24 to 36” at $3 to $4 
each. 


HYBRID AND MISCELLANEOUS 


ALLAN No. 72—This is probably a hybrid between Ku- 
rume and Kaempferi groups. It is extremely hardy 
and has the compast growth habit and hose in hose 
flowers of the Kurume group but the flowers are very 
large and foliage is also large. The flower color is 
an extremely beautiful soft pink and the flowers hang 
down on short stems and resemble bells. Mid season. 


ALLAN No. 469—Plant of unknown origin but extreme- 
ly hardy. Flowers are single and very bright rose pink, 
blooming with the Kurumes. Tall open growth habit 
and a fast grower. May be pruned in early summer 
to make it compact if desired, as may any of the open 
growing evergreen Azaleas. 


ALLAN No. 293—vVery like No. 469 in its habits and 
hardiness but flowers are a most beautiful two toned 
lavender pink on a white ground.

CAMELLIAJAPONICA 


Some varieties hardy to Pennsylvania. 


The plants listed below are from two to five years old 
and are all grown in containers from quart cans up to 
five gallons. They are in a very porous soil mixture that 
is fairly light and makes a fine fibrous root system. 


The fact that you get the ENTIRE root system makes 
these plants transplant better than balled plants of com- 
parable size. If you wish to remove the can it will help 
to run the long blade of a kitchen knife around the in- 
side first and then shake out. 


For greenhouse culture these plants are ideal and may 
be grown in the same container for a year or two in 
most beer’ Shift when the cans show signs of rusting out 
on sides. 


Fertilizing with Rapid Gro is reeommended as directed 
on container. Use once a week in summer and once a 
month in winter. 


In repotting never crowd the roots but on the other 
hand never overpot as too large a container will retard 
growth the first year. Clay pots do not seem to be as 
good as NON porous containers. 


The best soil mixture for Camellias is two parts peat, 
two parts sandy loam and one part coarse sand. The 
use of a little cotton seed meal in this mixture is good 
but other fertilizer at this time is discouraged. Water 
well with Rapid Gro and hold in shade for a couple of 
weeks. Animal manures may be used as a mulch for 
vigor and larger flowers.

GREENHOUSE CULTURE 


This is a very simple procedure indeed. Soil mix has 
been described in detail. Fertilizing has been covered 
and the main thing to AVOID is overwatering. Keep on 
dry side rather than the wet and with a very little ex- 


perience you will know just when they require water. 
EACH PLANT must be treated as an individual because 
it depends on the root system, size of plant, humidity, as 
well as other factors how often to water. Just keep soil 
moist but NOT wet and you will avoid a lot of trouble. 
Over watering probably kills more Camellia plants than 
any other indoor cause.
